Match Previe 


Tonight's game sees an intriguing clash between two of the clubs striving to take 
the game to the broader community, fresh from qualifying for the semi finals with 
victories last weekend. 


Parramatta Power and Northern Spirit have long been regarded as clubs at the 
forefront of hopes to take the NSL to a higher level but poor on-field performances 
have stifled that development - until this season! 

The winner of tonight's match will finish the 2002/03 regular season in 3rd place 
and will go into the NSL Championship Series full of confidence and momentum. 


Parramatta fans will be hoping to see a continuation of the recent home form, 
which has seen them score 18 goals in defeating Marconi (7-0), the Kingz (7-0) 
and South Melbourne (4-1). 


Parramatta will be looking to add further records to what has been a 
record-breaking season. 


Victory tonight will extend its unbeaten record at Parramatta Stadium to seven 
matches and will also equal the club record for number of home wins in a season. 


The 46 goals that have been scored are also just six short of a club record for a 
season and although it is highly unlikely to go past that mark tonight; there are 
another five home matches during the Championship Series. 


Johnny Buonavglia has already set a season goal-scoring record for the club and 
twin 7-0 victories over Marconi and the Kingz are the Power's best ever results. 


Add to that the fact that the current 3rd- placing is the highest place Parramatta 
Power has ever been and it is easy to see why the club has a buzz about it with 
the first ever semi finals series now assured. 


Northern Spirit too is riding on a high after qualifying for the finals for the first time 
since its inaugural season in 1998/99. 


Both teams are preparing to go into battle over the 10 rounds of the NSL 
Championship Series but there is a certain sting to tonight's match with 3rd place 
up for grabs, as well as pride. 

History throws up an even money bet with both sides winning three matches and 
one game finishing even in the seven matches that have been played since 
1999/2000. 

Northern Spirit does have recent history on its side however, winning the last 
three matches including a 2-1 victory at North Sydney Oval earlier this season. 


The corresponding clash last year, which was the opening game of the season, 
ended in a 3-1 win to the Spirit and Power are keen to turn the tables,

history of being high-scoring affairs with 14 goals in three games. 


Last year's 3-1 loss for the Power followed a strong 4-3 win in 1999/2000 and a 
3-0 hammering of Spirit in 2000/01. 


Adding fuel to the fire is the sprinkling of players on both sides who have also 
spent time with tonight's opposition. 


Northern Spirit brings Alex Tobin, Adam Kwasnik and Bradley Groves as well as 
coach Lawrie McKinna while Power has three former Spirit players on its books 
in Pablo Cardozo, Matt Langdon and Jacek Sobczyk — who will all be in the 
grandstand through injury and suspension. 


Tonight's game will be a good indication of what to expect over the 10-round 
Championship Series with a tight and torrid local derby on the cards.
